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Getting Started and Going Right 


INTRODUCTION: We do not exactly 
mean this as a New Year sermon; we do, 
however, wish to emphasize the impor- 
tance of doing “first things first.” There 
are certain paramount things that face 
each minister whether he be pastor or 
evangelist; to evade them he cannot, and 
if he could he would be all the worse by 
so doing. 

TEXT: “Therefore whosoever heareth 
these sayings of mine, and doeth them, I 
will liken him unto a wise man, which 
built his house upon a rock: and the rain 
descended, and the floods came, and the 
winds blew, and beat upon that house; 
and it fell not: for it was founded upon 
a rock.” Matt. 7:24, 25. 

We are now entering upon a new year, 
a new period, and one which may be the 
climacteric of all our ministry and works. 
What the year 1934 holds before us is 
unseen so far as the average individual 
is concerned, but that the year bids to 
be one of importance greatly surpassing 
the previous one, is everywhere charac- 
teristic. 

A YEAR OF TROPIC IMPORT 

Many strange prophecies have been ut- 
tered concerning it. It was to be in the 
year 1934 that, Stalin predicted, Russia 
would be ready to defy and rule the 
world; 1934 was to be a milestone in Rus- 
sian activity. It was also the year set by 
Mussolini in which Italy would be espe- 
cially fortified in world power and poli- 
tics. During the year terminates the end 
of the Gentile age according to many in- 
terpreters. That such may only be mere 
phantasies of human deduction, philoso- 
phy and speculative theology is possible. 
We are however passing from the great: 
est depression ever known in the history 
of mankind, and we are No less engaged 
in the greatest struggles to lift that de 
pression by practically all nations, that 
the world has ever known. There will he 
some net result from such gigantic under- 
takings; what they will be remains for 
the future, Certainly the world is not 
now saying, “Peace and _ safety;” all 
statesmen are alarmed and the people 
are little less than terrified. The whole 
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fabric surrounding us is one of evil por- 
tent from the standpoint of world out- 
look, regardless of the effort of world 
powers to regulate conditions and alter 
the destiny of nations. Therefore, we may 
best observe the simple rules of our text 
to a great advantage, 

Our Lord has pictured His followers as 
builders of homes, houses or institution~ 
for occupancy; whose occupants. will 
most likely be the builders themselves 
and if not, it will be those for whom the 
builders are responsible. St. Paul, has put 
it thus, “Every work shall be made mani- 
fest; for the day shall declare it, because 
it shall be revealed by fire; and fire 
shall try every man’s work of what sort 
it is. If any man’s work abide which he 
has built thereupon, he shall receive a 
reward. If any man’s work shall be burn- 
ed, he shall suffer loss: but he himself 
shall be saved; yet so as by fire,” 1 Cor. 
3:13-15. The apostle is, however, particu- 
larly telling us about one thing and our 
Lord another, at least in a certain sense. 
Jesus tells us particularly about the 
“foundation” of our building, and St. 
Paul tells us about the building itself. 

THE SURE FOUNDATION 

Let us notice. 1. That the building 
is built and rests upon Christ, 1 Pet. 2:6; 
Isa. 28:16. Therefore, We must be sure 
that the things which we do are them- 
selves contained in and are a contimia- 
tion of the doings and teachings of Christ. 
Otherwise our work and teachings are of 
mere human invention. 2. There must 
be a vital contract between the “founda- 
tion” and the building itself. Such point 
of contact is itself governed by the build- 
ers. That the ministers who occupy the 
sacred desk of scribe, and interpreter of 
the doings and sayings of Christ is a 
fact indisputable, Matt. 21:42. Luke is 
careful to tell us that to build upon 
Christ the Rock, we must “dig deep.” It 
requires “digging deep,” to pierce the 
realm of humanism and human nature, 
which is presided over by Satan who has 
accustomed to lead them “captive of his 
will,” thus causing them to walk “accord- 
ing to the course of this world, according 


to the prince of the power of the air, 
fulfilling the desires of the flesh and of 
the mind,” Eph. 2:2, 3. Many of God’s 
ministers are separated from Christ the 
Foundation, by their own human nature 
and desires, Who will not spend the neces- 
sary time in prayer to pierce the dark- 
ness that surrounds them which shuts 
them out from Christ. Therefore, they 
need to “dig deep” in the silent still- 
Ness of prayer and waiting on God, un- 
til contact is established between the 
builder and the solid Rock Christ Jesus, 
upon whom all inspired worship and min- 
istry hinges. Those who are qualified 
builders or who know the value and im 
portance of a sure foundation, especially 
insist upon a solid rock foundation for 
the purpose of insuring the value of their 
investment, and to carefully safeguard 
those who occupy the building itself. 
Many ministers preach and work with- 
out the unction of the Holy Spirit, to 
put them into actual touch with Christ 
the Rock upon which all inspired revela- 
tion rests and the whole of Christian 
hope depends. We must, by all means, 
if we are to be insured against the rains, 
storms and howling winds, build upon 
Christ the sure Foundation, by receiving 
from Him the message we bear to the 
lost world. It requires much toil and la- 
bor to dig through the dirt and small 
stony strata to get down to the solid 
strata. It will require prayer, and much 
prayer; and blastings by fasting and 
prayer to sometimes move out of the way 
things that hinder our revelation and dis- 
cernment of the truth and_ spiritual 
things. We had, however, better set 
“started right” and then keep going than 
to have our Lord say to us in that day, 
“Depart from me, ye workers of iniquity.” 
And frankly, all who are not workers of 
righteousness are workers of iniquity. Ef- 
fective workers of righteousness are those 
who will not be hindered by the shallow- 
ness of mere humanism in worship and 
ministerial effort and purpose; they will 
be satisfied with nothing to guide them 
in the way of life and afford the oil of

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“he Beginning of the Battle fora New Year 


Text: “To him that overcometh will I 
grant to sit with me in my throne,” Rev. 
3:21. 

HIS text is in the Laodicean period 

and applies to those who overcome 
in the last conflict which will be during 
the reign of the beast or the man of sin. 
But it can be applied to the closing days 
of g-ace Which we are surely in. 

Life is a constant battle from birth to 
death. There is No station in society nor 
any form of human activity in which the 
fundamental truth is not embodied. In 
the reaims of physical nature as well as 
the higher spheres of menta] ambition 
and in the still higher circles of moral 
heroism, the situation remains the same. 

THE BATTLE FOR PHYSICAL 
EXISTENCE 

The battle begins with the struggle for 
existence in the life of the little child. 
One disease after another seeks to crush 
out the infant. The mother watches by 
the bedside of her child while the breath 
comes and goes. Sometimes every breath 
seems the last one but with the help of 
nature the baby revives and life and 
health are restored. And all thru life 
there is a battle for physical existence. 
If the body is sound and the blood pure 
it makes it possible for physical bodies 
to overcome and to still continue to live 
though surrounded by an atmosphere fill- 
ed with every germ imaginable that is 
seeking to sap the life from every indi- 
vidual. So the physical body is every mo- 
ment engaged in a struggle for every 
breath we draw. 

THE BATTLE FOR FAME 

Passing a step higher than the mere 
plains of physical existence, life is a 
constant battle for fame and _ position. 
The annals of political history are sim- 
ply the records of the life and death 
struggle of man for fame and honor. Ev- 
ery nerve is strained, every latent power 
of body and mind is brought into play in 
order that victory may be won. The rec- 
ords of thousands of great men prove this 
fact. I am afraid too many Christians in 
the world have for their highest aim 
fame and honor which is very destruc- 
tive to the deeper life. Much of what 
passes for a higher motive in the nation- 
al and social life, and even in the reli- 
gious realm, is based on ae sel- 
fish struggie for earthly distinction and 
renown. After all, the goal is a low one. 
for in a few hundred or at most a few 
thousand years the fame: of great men 
comes to an end. 

A traveler wandering thru the desert 
sands of Egypt discovered an enormous 
statue broken to the ground. Inscribed 
on some of these bvoken pieces were 
these words, “Ozymandias, King of 
kings.” There is practically no record of 
the career of this particular monarch and 
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but few historians would even recognize 
any record that might be produced, 
nevertheless he must have been a great 
man in his own time, a man who had 
worked hard to accomplish in his own 
age the victories for fame and honor. To- 
day the vaunting epitaph serves only as 
a text for the poet or the philosopher to 
illustrate the vanity of earthly ambition. 
There ought to be some more higher and 
more lasting goal than fame, and there 
is. But there is only given to those who 
overcome the glory of fame and honor. 
THE BATTLE FOR HEROISM 

Passing to a higher sphere we reach 
what may be styled the battle for hero- 
ism. Here we aproach something very 
aifferent from the struggle for fame. The 
hero is not concerned whether he wins 
a reputation or not but he is concernea 
that the principle for which he stands 
shall triumph. He knows that this trt- 
umph means in every case a strenuous 
struggle and battle. A few years ago I 
read the account of the twenty-third of 
May in the garden of Florence Square, 
Italy, the celebration of the anniversary 
of the death of Savonarola, the great 
Italian reformer. There is an iron tablet, 
it is said, placed on the very spot where 
his body was burned. The adherents of 
the faith of the very church and organi- 
zation that hanged him and his compan- 
ions for the principle of religion for 
which he and those with him stood, are 
today covering his monument with flow- 
ers. it is said as th2 Italian sunlight 
beamed down on this spot of execution 
that the priest stood and read the form 
ula, “I separate thee from the church mil- 
litant and the church triumphant.” Sa- 
vonarola’s sweet clear voice rang out in 
protest and uttered the words that have 
justly become immortal, “Separate me 
from the church triumphant? No!” he 
said, “From the other I do not care.” 
Savonarola was right, he did belong to 
the church triumphant and, after all, 
this is the goal for which every lover of 
t-uth should struggle. 

FOR THE BATTLE OF INDIVIDUAL 

CHARACTER 

The illustrations thus far given are the 
t-ansitory battle of life for fame and for 
heroism on the part of the great and the 
zood of ages which have gone end a” 
but the flittering prototype of our cwn 
individual struggles toward the gea'. Ev 
ery man and every woman is (ngaged 
day by day in the ceaseless battle to per- 
petuate the moral life. Temptaticns of 
everv sort surround us. There are v‘c°s 
which whisper to us that we can relax 
our energy and still win the goal. The 
young man says to himself, “I will in- 
dulge in this or the other vice and still 
preserve my character,” not realizing that 
the victory never belongs to the man who 


surrenders, but always to him who over- 
cometh, By and by outside the  breast- 
works of reputation of honor and of fame 
he realizes too late the criminal flood of 
his career, Much has been done by under. 
estimating the importance of the danger 
involved in the struggle for character. It 
has become very common for people to 
say in our day, “It is all the same any- 
way.” There has come to be a sort of 
merging of the line between vice and 
virtue in the minds of men and women 
of our modern age, a total blindness of 
souls which dulls them to forgeifulness 
until they awake and find themselves in 
bondage to this or the other vice, enslav- 
ed today and so far as We can see, en- 
slaved forever. It is time for us to awak2 
from this false security and realize that 
whatever we may say about the harm- 
lessness of sin, or however we may apol- 
ogize for pleasant and fair seeming 
vices, there is no violation of God’s laws 
Which does not carry with it its own 
penalty of bitterness and tears. 

In taking a survey of some so-cailed 
holiness movements we find that they 
don’t regard the laws of truth and verac'- 
ty and will say from the pulpit and m 
private ccnversations every untruthful 
and slanderous thing that they can to 
down and destroy the influence of the 
Church and those who have fought in 
the struggle to preserve its teachings and 
tenets, which is certainly one of the most 
startling things that can be thought ef, 
to those who live close to God. They seem 
to forget that there will be a day of reck- 
oning when God will bring into judg- 
ment every false and unrighteous state- 
ment that has been made against His 
true workers. Stolen waters are sweet and 
bread eaten in secret is pleasant but he 
knoweth not that the dead are there, that. 
her guests are in the depths of Sheol and 
many in the bitterness of physical pain 
and moral condemnation. The Supreme 
Teacher in His greatest recorded sermon 
emphasized this lesson in the well Known 
parallel between the path to l'fe and the 
path to death. “Enter ye in at the strait 
vate,” He says, “for wide is the gate and 
broad is the way that leadeth to destruc- 
tion: for strait is the gate and narrow

THE FATE OF A SLACKER 

The battle for character and victory ‘s 
always possible in the external world. It 
is sometimes true that circumst#nces 
over which we have no control prevent 
us from achieving the desired success, 
however, defeat in moral life can come in 
only one way and that is by surrender- 
ing to the tempter. Occasionally we find 
Christian men and women playing the 
nart of a slacker, refusing to fight the 
battle, and in this way forfeiting their 
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rights to victory. No person will be an 
overcomer who fails to put up a victo- 
rious fight against temptation, and sits 
down and bows his head and _ says, 
“There is no use.” Everywhere in the 
universe the bitterest expression of suf- 
fering and agony arises from the bitter- 
est depths of sin. Sin is at the bottom of 
the suffering that is abroad in every land 
today. There is the hoarding of the pro- 
ducts of the country and selling for 
profits; in fact, the business world has 
lost its balance and for selfish gain they 
have used that that God has provided, tu 
get to themselves fame, honor, and 
wealth, and those who are less fortunate 
and unskilled have become the victims 
of starvation and suffering. But God will 
bring into judgment those who have vio- 
lated these precious principles of truth 
and they will have to give an account vf 
their stcwardship. 

LESSONS FOR THE NEW YEAR 

I want to make an earnest appeal to all 
the lovers of Bible truth. While it is true 
that we want to prove to the world that 
we are strict adherents to God’s Word 
and that the principles for which we 
stand are backed by the Holy Writ, yet 
I fear that there is an atmosphere of evil 
that endangers the progress of the 
Church from a spiritual standpoint. God 
has blessed us almost beyond our expee- 
tation.

We can hardly 
realize in this awful depression that we 
have liquidated the debts to between 
eighteen and nineteen thousand dollars, 
and from the reports on the field the en- 
tire Church is rallying to the last call 
and many local churches are reporting 
their entire quota paid. We have just re- 
ceived a check from Lanett, Ala. for their 
entire quota. South Carolina is taking the 
lead in raising their quota in this drive. 
Several of their churches have reported 
their entire amount. They have a state 
treasurer and each local church reports 
their amount to the state treasurer, and 
after they have collected jirom every 
church in the state they will send to 
Headquarters a check to cover the 
amount assigned to their state. 

If I had space I would like to rehearse 
all the important acts of the Assem5ly 
that the churches are expected to put in- 
to practice, but space will not permit. I 
think our people are the most loyal peo- 
ple in the world and I am sure that ev- 
ery obligation will be taken care of this 
year, The opportunities for mission work 
in the islands and other countries are 
opening up and it seems that the spirit 
of missions is taking hold in the church- 
es and we are looking forward to the best 
year the Church has had in this line of 
work. The work in Mexico is progressing 
good. The church in Nogales is ready for 
service. Sister Atkinson reports great vic- 
tory in her work in Cuidad Obregon. The 
work in the Bahamas, Brother Raney 


writes us, is progressing very satisfac- 
torily. I am to visit Jamaica in Jan- 
uary. Brother Thomas makes good re- 


ports of the work on that island. The 
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work in Haiti is going forward. We have 
reason to greatly rejoice for God’s favors 
and blessings among our people in the 
homeland and in the islands of the sea 
and wherever we have a church that is 
engaged in the salvation of the lost. We 
feel that there is nothing more impor- 
tant than to be loyal to the teachings of 
the Assembly as they are based on Scrip- 
ture and we are sure every act is back- 
ed by divine authority. I feel that the 
Most important thing is the strict ad- 
herence to the Word of God and to be 
led by the mighty and wonderful Holy 
Ghost who will lead us into paths of use- 
fulness, and everything that He does or 
directs will be in harmony with the writ- 
ten Word of God. 

Our attention has just been called to 
the printing of the Y. P. E. paper. Sister 
Harrison has decided to continue the 
printing of this paper. As you remember 
the paper was discontinued because there 
were not enough subscriptions to pay for 
the printing and mailing. Sister Harri- 
son is so interested in the Y. P. E. work 
and the spiritual progress of the young 
people of the Church of God that she has 
asked that she be allowed to continue 
printing and _ circulating this paper 
among our young people. I want to ask 
that the young people stand by Sister 
Harrison and see that this little paper 
is financed for it is a great blessing to 
our young people. Trusting and believing 
that you will do this, I feel that this will 
be enough t9 say. 

Also I wish to call attention to a rul- 
ing of the Assembly that the Bible Train- 
ing School was to send out a quartet to 
represent the school and to aid in colleci- 
ing funds by which worthy students could 
pay their tuition and board and receive 
the training that they so much need, and 
that the local Y. P. E’s. devote the last 
program of each month to the interest 
of the Bible School and an offering be 
taken for the school. The Bible Schoo! 
quartet is to travel in interest of the 
school and their travels are to be under 
the supervision of the superintendent of 
B. T. S., in cooperation with the overseer 
of each state. This quartet has been on 
the road since the Assembly and the peo- 
ple have greatly enjoyed their singing 
and have contributed to their support. I 
wish to call attention to the fact that 
these mcn are indeed worthy and it is 
said by outsiders that they are one of 
the best trained quartets in the field of 
music today, and as this is an act of the 
Assembly, we feel that our people should 
take great interest in planning a musical 
program and giving them a cordial invi- 
tation, and while you are contributing tv 
the school remember that these men 
have to be supported. It would be good 
for each state to arrange to have them 
travel thru the state and have their meet- 
ings arranged so that they can cover the 
entire state while they are in that state, 
in order to save traveling expenses. It 
would be well to consider the freight on 
that which may be given to the Bible 
School, that is, such commodities that 
may be used in the kitchen and dining 
room, and in some instances where ex- 
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press or freight would be too much, it 
might pay you to convert these commodi- 
ties into money. I am merely giving you 
these thoughts for your consideration, but 
at least, for the promotion of the Church 
and advertisement of the school, this 
quartet is a very valuable asset, and if 
you would have a well advertised pro- 
gram, the lovers of music in most every 
section outside of the Church would be 
glad to contribute and make it possibie 
for them to continue in the work. 


In every age and disposition the lovers 
of truth and righteousness have always 
had set times for renewing their cove- 
nants with God and I want to make an 
appeal to every member of the Church 
and ask that you renew your covenant 
with God and pray until you are sure of 
victory. Let’s go forward this year to 
win some souls for Christ, thereby we 
may be a blessing to this lost and dying 
world, Now if every one will put forth 
his very best effort we can double the 
membership of the Church of God this 
year. If we are successful we will have 
to close our ears to the howling wolves 
that may be about us, consecrate our all 
to God, let our motives be pure, and put 
forth every effort to rescue those who are 
perishing about us.

The Lord is still blessing in a wonderful 
way in the island. Let us each put forth 
every effort to make this year the best 
on record for the work in Jamaica. 

I have had quite a few inquiries re- 
garding my visit to the homeland, the 
great Asscmbly, and aeroplane ride in Oc- 
tober, but for lack of time and space I 
am unab’e to go into details concerning 
the matter. I will only try to give a small 
sketch of the same. 

I left Kingston, Jamaica, for Miami, 
Fia., on Oct. 6th, a distance of a little 
more than 850 miles. We were in the air 
fo. about ten hours, including two stops 
in the Island of Cuba of aBout thirty 
minutes each. We arrived in Cleveland, 
Tenn. on the 8th, where we remained a 
few days only in the Assembly. After 
l.av ng there we stopped over a few days 
with friends and relatives here and there, 
and b fo.e I could hardly realize what 
was happening, the time had sped away 
and I felt it was almost time to take my 
flight back to the tropics. This I did cn 
Nov. 5th, from Miami, Fla. to Kingston, 
Jamaica. This time I secured passage on 
a faster plane which brought us over in 
eight hours and fifteen minutes, includ- 
ing two stops in the Island of Cuba, of 
about thirty minutes each. 


This trip has been quite a strange but 
pleasant experience for me, and for which 
I thanked God. Different folks have ask- 
ed me if I was not afraid to ride in the 
aeroplane. My reply is as follows: 


My fears I left behind me, 

While my nerves I took along; 

I listened to the motors’ whir 

As they hummed their little song. 


They seemed to be so faithful 
In the work they had to do, 
And so gently seemed to whisper, 
We will safely carry you through.

JACOB'S WELL GOES DRY

Press reports from Nazareth, Pales- 
tine, under date of Nov. 4, 1933 state 
that for the first time in history no water 
is flowing from Jacob’s well. This well 
is the one you read about in the fourth 
chapter of John’s Gosp%l. It is about 
three feet in diameter and is located in 
the center of a small stone chapel, the 
ceiling of which glistens with hundreds 
of hanging lanterns. The sill of the wall 
is of marble and shows plainly the marks 
of the ropes which for centuries have 
been let down over it for water. This 
sill is in al] probability the original stone 
on which Jesus sat while He conversed 
with the woman of Samaria concerning 
the water of life. The well after going 
dry was found to be only ninety feet 
deep, but Arab labourers who are engag- 
ed in the cleaning task are reported i» 
have removed muck and rock to a depth 
of ten feet and they expect to clear away 
another twenty feet of debris which has 
accumulated thru the ages, gradually 
choking the flowing qualities of the well, 
until it ceased to flow. 

This holy, time-honored spot is located 
on a broad, smooth boulevard linking Je- 
rusalem with the Province of Galilee, 
Which highway is a modern reminder of 
the ancient, dusty footpath following the 
same route over which our Savior trod 
1900 years ago, as well as many prom- 
inent Old Testament characters, includ- 
ing Jacob himself. 

Jacob’s well is now tended by members 
of the Greek church and the old priests 
lead visitors sorrowfully down the steps 
of the church to the mouth of the well, 
for they, like their people, are bewildered 
and feel assured that since the famous 
watering place is dry; something terrible 
is about to happen. The people of the 
neighborhood regard the phenomenon as 
the judgment of God sent upon them for 
laxity in faith. However, these “sons of 
Ishmael” seem to be little concern:d 
about the spiritual significance of the 
water’s failure, having more interest in 
the monetary benefits to be derived thru 
their well-cleaning job, and are going 
about the task singing merrily, their 
voices rising in low tones from the semi- 
darkened depths a hundred feet below. 
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Plagues, famines, pestilences, and 
droughts have visited Palestine since 
long-gone days when Jesus trod o’er the 
Judan hills, but never before has Jacob’s 
well ceased to flow. Water! water! water! 
the cry of the universe! Doubtless poor 
old Dives in hell tonight is still crying 
for water to cool his tongue, being tor- 
mented in those flames. 

Directing our thoughts back to the 
earth, your servant, who at this writing 
is seated under the light of an oil lamp 
away down in the old Mexican republic, 
bordering on the great Sonoran desert, is 
mad? to know the value of fresh water 
as never before, when it comes to our 
natural existence. Then glancing upward 
for a moment, in our fancy We may pic- 
ture the river of life as it flows out from 
the throne of God, the waters of which 
will be necessary to our existence when 
on that high plane water is a prerequisite 
to our being, whether spiritual or tem- 
poral. 

Dear reader, ask yourself the question, 
What am I doing in order that the water 
of life might flow freely to those beyond 
our own borders who know nothing of 
God’s saving grace, or getting the light 
to those in the homeland who have never 
heard of the Church of God and the lat- 
ter day message she has to bring? It is 
sometimes necessary to dig or drill to 
gz-eat dep’hs or climb to great heights if 
we wish to obtain abundant fresh water. 
In the case of spiritual water it is better 
to dig deep removing all destructions as 
we go and soon the water of life will he- 
gin to flow upward toward its source, 
seeking its own level. 

The writer recently paid a visit to the 
o'd homestead after an absence of twen- 
ty-five years, to view the secnes of child- 
hood days, and was sadly disappointed to 
find the old well filled with rubbish and 
no longer giving forth the stream of cool 
fresh water as in bygone days. Nothing 
Was the matter with the well except it 
needed cleaning out. We need more weil- 
diggers today as Iseac of o'd who opened 
up the wells of his father Abraham which 
had been stopped by the Philistines. 

The question is asked, How many 
wells does it take to make a river? And 
the answer is, “One, if it is large enough. 
Viewing the Mississippi, the Father of 
Waters, at its mouth one might think it 
would take a large well to make such a 
river, then take a trip to its source where 
it comes forth in its beginning as a mere 
spring of water or flowing well, one’s 
views regarding the same may be chang- 
ed 

As J>sus sat on Jacob’s well waiting 
for an -pnortun‘ty to drink of it, He told 
the woman of Samaria about another 
well. describine it in these words, “But 
whosotver drinketh of the water that I 
shall give him shall never thirst but 
the water that I shall give him shall be 
in him a well of water, springing up into 
everlasting life.’ John 4:14. And this 
well within us is not only capable of pro- 
ducing a river, but rivers of living 
waters. “He that believeth on me, as the 
scripture hath said, out of his belly shall

BAPTISM AND TEMPTATION OF JESUS 


TEXT: Matt. 3:13-4:11. — Memory Verse: Matt. 4:10. 
TIME: Early in A. D. 27. — PLACES: The Jordan; the wilderness in eastern 


Judea. 


GOLDEN TEXT: Wherefore in all things it behooved him to be made like unto 


his brethren.—Heb. 2:17a. 


LEADING THOUGHT: It is thru manifold temptations and much suffering that 


we are to be conquerers. 


JESUS IS BAPTIZED 

V. 13. “Then cometh Jesus from Gali- 
lee to Jordan unto John.” John and Jesus 
were cousins according to the flesh, Luke 
1:36. However, Jesus was the stranger 
from Nazareth of Galilee, Chap. 2:22.The 
representative teachers had come from 
Jerusalem and the crowds that were be- 
ing baptized from there and the Jordan 
Valley. But Jesus appears as a stranger 
from Galilee. “lo be baptized o1 im.” 
Others were baptized for the remission 
of their sins but Jesus for the purpose 
of dedicating His life to His public min- 
istry which followed, Ex. 29:4, and as 
identifying Himself with sinners whose 
demerit He bore. 

Vv. 14. “But John forbade him?.” It 
seems that John acted apparently in hu- 
mility, but would true humility have hin- 
dered th2 purpose of Christ? It seems as 
John knew who Christ was though He 
had not yet received the sign mentioned 
in John 1:33. “Saying, I have need to be 
baptized of thee, and comest thou to me?” 
Some think John referred to his need of 
the baptism of the Spirit, however, the 
language “And dost thou come to me” 
places the baptisms on equal terms; 
namely, water. 


V. 15. “And Jesus answered and said 
unto him, Suffer it to be so now.” After 
the Lord’s will is made known unto us, 
it becomes our duty to obey not knowing 
why. “For thus it becometh us to fulfill 
all rightcousness.” Not an absolute duty, 
John 13:14, but of moral fitness, Heb. 
2:10. John and Jesus as pioneer ministers 
should necessarily fulfill all unrighteous- 
ness and set proper examples. “Then he 
suffered him.” It was John’s duty to bap- 
tize. H3 had been sent for that purpose. 
It was Christ’s duty as a Son to obcy. 
Baptism is a sign of separation from ihe 
world, therefore an act of righteousness. 

V. 16. “And Jesus, when He was bap- 
tized, went up straightway out of the 
water.” “Straightway” is a servant’s word, 
meaning “immediately.” Jesus went up cut 
of the water praying as He went. “And, le, 
the heavens were opened unto him.” It is 
thought He alone saw the heavenly mani- 
festation, the celestial abode from whence 
He had come to earth. See Ezek. 1:1; 
Acts 7:56. Mark 1:10 has it “the heavens 
being rent asunder.” “And he saw.” Both 
Jesus and John saw this vision, John 


1:32. “The Spirit of God descending like 
a dove;” i. 
probably in the form of a dove. 


e., as a dove descends and 
“And 


lighting upon him.” Thus Jesus was bap- 
tized not only with water but also with 
the Holy Ghost. The purpose of this bap- 
tism is to give power. Jesus was born of 
the Holy Spirit which had no doubt guia- 
ed Him inio manhood, but here He e.- 
ters the Spirit-life as an enduement for 
service. The very name Messiah means 
anointed. 

V. 17. “And lo a voice from heaven.” 
This is the first of three recorded occur- 
rences where God spake to Christ as His 
Son. The others are at the Mount of 
Transfiguration and just before His cruci- 
fixion. “Saying, This is my beloved Soa, 
in whom I am well pleased.” “There is a 
lake in Switzerland in which the travel- 
ler may see reflected trees and houses in 
the distance that are themselves out of 
sight. Jesus Christ is God brought down 
to our level—God made thinxable, put 
within the compass of our highest 
thought. We have in Christ God’s ideal of 
character.’”’—Rev. A. C. Dixon, D. D. Her: 
the trinity of the Father, Son and Spirit 
are in manifestation. 

JESUS TEMPTED IN THE WILDER- 
NESS—Matt. 4:1-11 

V. 1. “Then was Jesus led up of the 
spirit into the wilderness to be tempted 
of the devil.” The wilderness perhaps ly- 
ing south of Jerusalem and west of the 
Dead Sea is perhaps here had in refer- 
ence. Some writers refer to this place as 
Crusades of Quarantana, “from the quar- 
antine or forty days of fasting.” It was 
evidently the will of God for Jesus to un- 
dergo such a temptation as it is accredit- 
ed that the Spirit led Him forth. A more 
literal rendering, “the Spirit driveth Him 
forth.” Satan was the constant opposer of 
Christ in all His works. In that Christ 
overcame in this conflict, He was ever 
afterward victorious. 

V. 2. “And when he had fasted forty 
days and forty nights.” Jesus met the 
temptation by forty days’ fasting and 
prayer. Perhaps the hard struggle of 
Christ for the mastery allowed Him no 
time to think of food, appetite, or other 
human desires. “He was afterward an 
hungered.” We may learn from the temp- 
tation which follows that Satan will try 
us out in every avenue of our human na- 
ture. Most men will do anything to ap- 
pease fallen nature but it was not so with 
Christ. 

DIVERS TEMPTATIONS 

Vv. 3. “And when the tempter came to 
him.” Whether by a manifestation of His 
person is not known. “He said, If thou 
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be the son of God.” Though Satan knew 
who He was, he took advantage of trying 
to get Christ to prove His deity by obey- 
ing him. And as has been said, Satan’s 
masterpiece is always an “if,” the primary 
stage of a doubt. “Command that thesr 
stones be made bread.” A reference to low 
shaped fossils which are found in Pales- 
tine. The cakes baked in Palestine were 
said to be somewhat in the shape of these 
stones. If Satan cannot get the mastery 
of us by us obeying him outright, he will 
do so thru our appetites which leads t» 
the fallen passions of the human race. 

Vv. 4. “But he answered and said, It is 
written.” Jesus knew the Bible and quot- 
ed from Deut. 8:3. Satan no doubt had 
in mind God having fed the hungry Is- 
vacl.tes Miiacuiously in the wilderness. 
\ve ave always safe when wWe give a Scrip- 
tural answer. “Man shall not live by 
b..ad aicne, but by every word that pro- 
cced-th out of the mouth of God.” Bread 
can but nourish the physical life; the 
form which contains the inner, spiritual 
and greater life is maintained by obedi- 
ence to God, the source of all living crea: 
tures. If the physical is to live again, !t 
is by being quickened thru the Word of 
God. And in God’s omnipotence He in- 
sists that every word which He has spuk- 
en be obeyed. 

V.5. “Then the devil taketh him up in- 
to ihe holy city.” That is, to Jerusalem, 
from Isa. 52:1. “And setteth him on a 
pinnacle of the temple.” “Some _ under- 
stand this to be the top or apex of the 
sanctuary where the Jews bade James 
stand, Others think it the top of Solo- 
mon’s porch; Thayer says “the top of the 
royal portico.” Daniel 9:27 refers to it 
as the place which has been’ used for 
heathen sacrifices. 

V. 6. “And saith unto him, If thou art 
the Son of God.” This is another insfdi- 
ous attempt insisting that Christ m_ai- 
fest His deity. Lixe Herod he €<sired a 
miracle. After Christ overcame Satan's 
temptation His life was constantly filled 
with miracles. “Cast thyself down.” He 
sought to tempt Christ to manifest His 
deity before the multitudes that throng- 
ed the temple. Satan would have us to 
make sport that others might laugh. “For 
it is written.” The devil can quote scrmp- 
ture and his ministers transform thern- 
selves into angels of light. “He shall give 
his angels charge concerning thee.” This 
Christ knew without Satan telling Him. 
Matt 26:53. “And in their hands they 
shall bear thee up, lest at any time thou 
dash thy fcot against a stone.” All God’s 
children have this protection #3 it is 
written, “The angels of the Lord encamp 
round about them that fear the Lord.” 
Though we have reenforcements at hand 
it does not allow us to intrude on Sa- 
tanic premises expecting God to deliver 
us. 

Vv. 7. “Jesus said unto him, Again it 
is written.” Christians are warned to 
take the Sword of the Spirit, Eph. 6:17. 
Our knowledge of the Word of God in 
times of crises is our greatest defence in 
time of sudden trial. “Thou shalt not 
tempt the Lord thy God.” God does not 
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permit us to test His miracle no more so 
than He would permit Christ to reveal 
His deity to Satan. He delights Himself tu 
work miracles, signs and wonders fhat 
those who behold them may have a v..un- 
tary faith. God had not planneu iZat sa- 
tan should be Christ’s convert. He came 
to His own, the Jews and afterward to 
the whole world and it was that mission 
that Satan was here trying to hinder. 

JESUS REFUSES SATAN’S OFFERED 


KINGDOM 


V. 8. “Again the devil taketh him up 
into an exceeding high mountain.” No 
material mountain would have enabled 
Christ to see all the kingdoms of 
the world with His bodily eyes. What is 
perhaps the true analysis here is that 
Satan presented his own kingdom as ex- 
alted above all other kingdoms of the 
earth, using the Scripture emblem of a 
mountain to represent it. See Dan. 2: 45; 
Rev. 17:9. “And showeth him all the 
kingdoms of the world.” Such an offer 
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was very daring since Christ’s kingdom 
was not of this world and He was «w0’s 
appointed heir ot all things, Hew. 1:2. 
That these kingdoms were in some sense 
under Satan’s jurisdiction is certain from 
Heb. 2:5; Eph. 2:2; Eph. 6:12; Dan. 
10:13. “And the glory of them.” That is, 
their resources, wealth, magnificence, etc. 
These were to rightfully become Christ’s 
thru His redemptive work in which He 
would fill the earth with His glory, Isa. 
6:3. 

Vv. 9. “And he said unto him, All these 
things I will give thee, if thou will ‘a‘l 
down and worship me.” Satan was look- 
ing for an underheir and some one to 2s- 
sist him in holding the kingdoms of the 
world. He only demanded that thru wor- 
ship he be greater than his  under- 
lords. It was a brazen attempt to further 
his falsehood as he had no right of wor- 
ship from any of God’s creatures. And 
those who worship Antichrist God says 
shall drink of the wine of His wrath. 
Rev. 14:9.

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flow rivers of living water,” John 7:38. 
V. 39 of the same chapter makes it very 
plain that this has reference to the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost as received at 
Pentecost and recorded in Acts 2:4.

There is near you 
an empty church, a school building, or a 
cottage prayer meeting, that awaits you 
to take charge of it. How did men that 
occupy :the better pulpits of today get in 
possession of them? The answer is simple, 
by doing something to prove themselves 
worthy of such places. Do not wait for 
the overseer to put you over a church 
to pastor; get out and pray through and 
build you up a church. If you are willing 
to work and work hard, there are many 
precious souls waiting near you to hear 
about Christ the Savior of men. Philip 
though efficient through Christ to win a 
whole city as an evangelist, found time 
to instruct and pastor a church contain- 
ing a simple convert in the wilderness. 
Perhaps the latter was more one of per- 
sonal work than it was pastoral but in 
a sense it was both. There is much per- 
sonal work. It is fruitbearing ministers 
who are needed today, those who have 
prayed thru and keep prayed up and 
have a vision of the lost and dyiag 
world, while others have a vision of the 
needs of the church. 

A SUCCESSFUL MINISTER 

Many ministers’ talents lie unused and 
their efforts are in other cases a failure 
There is a reason for this. The vessel 
must be used by Christ if it is to be at 
all successful. If you are to be used you 
must have a message from Christ ‘*or 
your congregation; you cannot preach eat 
them and have results. The message 
must come from the heart. It must not be 
a mere “I got them told,” or “I am going 
to preach them in or out,” or yet, “I will 
run them in or out one.” If this is your 
manner of ministry, you are sadly lack- 
ing; you are in the flesh; Satan has cap- 
tured your ministry. Christ neither 
preached folks out nor in; He simply 
preached the truth and sighed sorrowful- 
ly if people failed to hear it. Certainiy 
He never “ran them in or out,” He was 
a shepherd; “I go before them” was His 
manner, Jno. 10:4. To run them in or 
out, as so many call it, means that you 
are not leading your sheep tenderly but 
are after them like the howling wolf. 
You are not playing shepherd, you are 
playing the wolf. You have lost your love 
for them. If you will go before them, 


thus letting them see your tenderness and 
love for them, letting your light shine be- 
fore them, they will all want to stay in. 
Many a minister has driven his sheep 
away from their fold by preaching at 
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their faults, instead of loving them and 
showing them a better way. 
PRAY THROUGH 

Whatever stands in the way of your 
success as a minister, or in the way of 
the success of your church, spare the 
time to pray through; fast and wait on 
God, or Satan will spoil your ministry 
and steal God’s lambs from you and you 
will in the end give an account for them. 
There will be new hindrances this year. 
Whiskey will taxe firmer grip upon man- 
kind as a means of its public sale. Min- 
isters need to know how to deal with the 
down an out, divine love alone will suf- 
fice; if you are hard and critical in your 
ministry and your views, it is time to 
tender up and “put on love,” Col. 3:14, 
for it alone will cover” a multitude of 
sins,” 1 Pet. 4:8. 

During the dark days of unemploy- 
ment and want, the minister that leads 
a congregation must be quick to discern 
the needs of those who make up his clien- 
toel. He must not shut his eyes to the 
needs of the poor, he must be “given to 
hospitality” if he is to have an influence 
for good. Do some philanthropic work, be 
a comrade of the needy, be useful as the 
servant of Christ. 
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RAINS, STORMS AND FLOODS 

The rains will, of course, try your 
buiiding as same as fire will try it. The 
former is Satan’s tests to, if possible, de- 
stroy your work. The latter is the means 
by which God tests it to see of what sort 
it is. I. must be preferable gold; if not 
then, at least silver, and lastly stone; but 
how vastly different is the value of gold, 
silver, stone, etc. Why be cheated from 
the better when real service will acquire 
the best? The rains will test the roof; 
the winds, the wall; the floods, the foun- 
dation. Verse 24 describes the worker 
that receives, and depends upon divine 
revelation for his success. Verse 25 illus- 
trates a worker who is not Spirit guid- 
ed, he preaches what he pleases; he is 
satisfied to simply be preaching. Instead 
of praying through and getting a mes- 
sage from God for his people, he merely 
preaches at them, about them, etc. Such 
is building upon the sands of human 
philosophy. To receive the Word at the 
mouth of Christ, gives it a “thus saith the 
Lord” and will feed and nourish those 
whereunto it was sent.
